Waterways railway would be carried no further ‘this year than 
‘*Waterways,’’ a new townsite which is being promoted by the rail- 
way company on land six miles from McMurray. Steamboat land-

transportation companies, and a mile long spur track to serve them 


is even now under construction.

It is claimed by the people of Mc- 
Murray that the attempted establish- 
ment of a new town at such a shor: 
distance from their own, and the re- 
fusal of the government io exten the 
railway the few miles required to 
reach McMurray, is a betrayal of 
their rightful interests, and is not 
warranted by any local conditions, or 
in the best in-erests of the province at 
arge. 
F The delegation pointed out that 
any advantage claimed by the govern- 
ment for the new townsite, applies in 
much greater degree to the town of 
McMurray, with the added advantage 
that the latter town was already well 
established, while the ney town had 
to be hewn in the heart of the bush.

settlement, and that steel could be 
laid thereon for less cost and in less 
time that the necessary works could 
be constructed to afford similar facili- 
ties ut the new town.

his reply to the delegation, Mr. 
h_stated that the terminal now 
under construction at “Waterways” is 
the best possible, both in the interests 
of the railway company, the steam- 
boat companies, and the district as a 
whole, until such time as the require- 
ments of traffic could justify extend- 
ing the railway into the district north 
of Fort McMurray. ; 

He ¢urther said that McMurray was 
not a suitable place for a terminal, 
{inasmuch as the river banks there are 
low lying and subject to deep inunda- 
tion by water and ice, bor is there 
sufficient room for tracks and ware- 
houses or for industrial sites, while 
the land owned by the railway com- 
pany at “Waterways is not subject 
to flooding and affords, in its 840 
acres, ample space for all require- 
ment... 

‘As am additional obstacle to build- 
ing into McMurray, Me, Smith said 
that the railway company owns no 
right of way beyond “Waterways,” 
and although they had used every 
endeavor and gone to considerable ex- 
pense to acquire what was necessary, 
they had not succeeded in obtaining 
any right of way in the settlement of 
McMurray other than two acres, for 
which they had paid the sum of 
$1,600.00. 

Under these circumstances, said the 
ministem he regretted that he could 
not promise the petitioners any exten- 
sion of the Mne until there was suffi- 
cient business to justify such exten- 


sion.

The eum total of hin 
success in that respect during all this 
time, was to secure one 

from the owner of a lot bearing a time 
clause for completion of the railway, 
which it was at all times impossible 
for the railway company to fulfil,

| westerly end of the town for $1,600. 

In paragraph seven, the peiutioners 
letate as follows:

You can readily understand from 
|the above paragraph that this state-

The lists of farm lands which 
are being put up at tax sales all 
over this Province are convincing 
evidence as to what would happen 
to the farming community of Can- 
ada if the tariff were abolished 
and the tariff Dominion rev- 
enue collected by direct levy. 
By one means or another the 
Federal treasury has to get 
revenue amounting to $65 per 
head per year for evefy man, 
woman and child in the country.
